2o Mceting took place in the loby of the hotel El Conde where subject wgs approac
and greeted by source, Subject recognized him and éccepted his offer to go for a
drink to the bar. Source asked about faaily matters, and how his daughter is doing
in school. Subject was worried that his dahghtlb does not want to study, and prefers
to have a good time, Subject asked about sources' family and their life, remembering
some of the things that source talked about in New York in 1963,

STATUS OF UKRAINE: | \\

Source asked the reacon that subJect's daughter attends a Russian language “school

and not a Ukrainian, this seemed strange to source because even in the U.S5. he as
Ukrainian attended a Ukrainian schools Subject was bitter on this topic and wenf
to a discussion on Ukrainess rights as a nation, First he said, eVerything in
Ukraine is decided by Moscow, Moscow decides about the economy of the country,
all planning and finances are handled by Moscows Source interruptéd and said that
Ukraine i1s in reality a colony of [oscow. Subject seemed to like this phrase and
agreed with it, Eggﬁﬁﬁiﬁé it a few times. Source went on to ask in a naive manner
" but Ukraine has it's own constitution". Subject laughed and said, "yes it does,
and the constitution states that we are & soviergn nation, but in reality we are
not, the Ukrainian government in Kiev is a puppet government" adding bitterly,
" even the smallest detail is hand*ied and decided by loscow'", Giving an exauple
that the Kiev ensamble cannot make a move on it's own, and is presently waiting for

a telegram from Moscow, not Kiev to decide where they will go next,.

ol support from Hastera Ukréine. The tradition of nationalism in Western Ukraine
led to the ri.c oy ﬁhe LUli awnd Ufh, the pecplo there were better informed and
had a feeliny of national identity. Subject elaborated by saying that wost of
the people nou were better informed about the actlons of tane OUil and UPA, and
did not believe the official party line that tney were bandits. When asked it
there was a chance for tue reabilitatiom: or the the OUN and UFA as was done by
Poland for the AK ( armia krayova), subject doubted tiis because all power is
in the hands of loscow al the present, and tiis does not go along with its politics
in relation to Ukraine.
5¢ RESISTENSE AT PRESENT:

When asked if there was any resistence to the regiume at present, subject did

not believe that such was poesible., This he blamed on lack of proper leadership
and that the will of the people was broken by Stalin in the 1530's with the forced
starvﬁtion and the purges. Source attacked this by saying that a nation of 4k
million poeple should somehow try and defend their £83§£§%29a in society. Subject
agreed, saying that if a strong person could be found, many would rally around him.
But many people still remember the terror of the Stalin era, his grandfather for
exauple was arrested by Stalin, and never heard of again. Subject added that even
the emmigration is divided into nationalist and proggressive, there is no strong
front, I
6e RUSSIFICATION:

In the eastern Ukraine 70% of the population have lost tiheir national pride

and identity, this is caused by the school system priwarily. In the schools history
of Ukraine is tought under the influence of Russian historye. This tends to show
Ukraine as being always a part of Russia, going back to the Czar and KHMELNITZKY

at Pereslav. There is no mention of Ukraine as a seperate nation, and all subjects
are tought on this line., When asked about teaching of Hryshevsky, subject doubted
it will be done, for the reason that Hryshevsky is considered '"maticnalist". On

the whole Eastern Ukraine has been under Russian rule for so long that it is almost
impossible to find people who still feal that they are Ukrainians , and are proud
of it. Source then coupared this situation with the small African nations which

are just now becowing independent, and could not understand why Ukraine does not
show ite own national I, like Ghana, or Nigeria. Subject did not answer and changed

the topie¢,.

People in Ukraine are well informed of what is happening in the emmigration

due to the broadcasts of Radio Liberty, many people listen to it in spite of the

Jamming, But there still is a certain fear that neighbors might find out and tell
the police. Subject forbid his daughter to listen for that reason.
